• T he G erm an casualties In killed, 
wounded and missing reported to Juno 
30, totaled 
1,672,444 men, of whom 
306,123 wore killed, 15,188 died of dis­ 
ease and 540,723 either un* missing or 
prisoners or are so seriously wound­ 
ed as to put them out of action for 
the rem ainder of tho war.
